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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-16 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites a formaldehyde detecting material that is prepared by a specific method. 
Is this claim a product claim or a method of preparation, claim? If it is a product claim, there are 
not sufficient limitations to determine what the product comprises. If it is a method claim, it 
should be set forth as a method of preparing a formaldehyde detecting material comprising 
several enumerated steps. Further clarification is required. 

Claim 1 is further rendered indefinite because it is unclear why "at least" is present in the 
second line of the claim. Perhaps this is extraneous language due to some translation mishap? 
Further clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Akiba et al. "Ring Transformation Equilibrium (Bond 
Switch) in the 5-2(-Aminovinyl)isothiazole System via Hypervalent Sulfurane, Synthesis, 
Structure Development, and Kinetic Study (herein referred to as "Akiba"). 

Akiba teaches 1 -amino- 1 -phenyl- l-buten-3 -one. Compound 9a. This is the same 
compound as that of the instant claims. Akiba does not teach that this compound has utility as a 
formaldehyde detecting material. However, it is the Examiner's position that the compound 
would inherently possess this property. As recognition of applicant's assertion that the instant 
claims constitute product-by-process claims, it should be noted that even though product-by- 
process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based 
on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. 
If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the 
prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different 
process. 

Once the Examiner provides a rationale tending to show that the claimed product appears 
to be the same or similar to that of the prior art, although produced by a different process, the 
burden shifts to applicant to come forward with evidence establishing an unobvious difference 
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between the claimed product and the prior art product. In re Marosi, 710 F.2d 798, 802, 218 
USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983). The lack of physical description in a product-by-process claim 
makes determination of the patentability of the claim more difficult, since in spite of the fact that 
the claim may recite only process limitations, it is the patentability of the product claimed and 
not of the recited process steps which must be established. We are therefore of the opinion that 
when the prior art discloses a product which reasonably appears to be either identical with or 
only slightly different than a product claimed in a product-by-process claim, a rejection based 
alternatively on either section 102 or section 103 of the statute is eminently fair and acceptable. 
See MPEP2113. 

Additionally, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, 
the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re 
Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) mdln re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 
USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1 963). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 5/3/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant disputes the Examiner's assessment that the claims are unclear and do not 
clearly set forth the claimed invention. The Examiner's disagrees and therefore has maintained 
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the instant 35 USC 1 12,2 nd paragraph rejection. However, the Examiner has also applied a new 



rejection to the instant claims to address applicant's assertion that the instant claims "are quite 



clear in defining the invention by reciting the presence of '4-amino-4'phenyl-3-ene-2-one"\
